Abolishment Urged 


_ Canadian Radio Regulated By 
Independent Body Suggested 


| OTTAWA, April 11.—(CP)—The Canadian Association 


|of Broadcasters said today in 


a brief presented to the Royal 


|Commission on Arts and Science that the $2.50 annual 
licence fee on radio receiving sets should be abolished and 
an independent body should be established to regulate radio 


jin Canada. 

The association, whose member- 
}ship includes about 100 of the 120- 
odd privately-owned stations tn 
| Canada, said in a 10,000-word sub- 
|mission that two systems of broad- 
casting should exist in Canada. 


WITH PUBLIC FUNDS 

It suggested: 

"1. A national system, provided 
with sufficient public funds as to 
be independent of commercial con- 
siderations and devoted to the bet- 
ter development of radio broad- 
casting in all its forms, 

“2. A free enterprise system of 
radio broadcasting stations com- 
pletely dependent upon commer- 
celal revenues for their existence 
and in free and open competition 
with the public-financed system. 

“3. To such extent as regulation 
may be required, these two sys- 
tems should be subject to the juris- 
diction of a separate impartial 
and unbiased regulatory body.” 

The new body, fashioned after 
the CBC board of governors, would 
take over the regulatory powers 
now exercised by the CBC but 
would in no way be connected with 
any radio stations. 


ANNUAL GRANTS 


The brief suggested that the an- 
nual licence fee on receiving sets 
be abolished and replaced by an 
nual statutory grants from parlia- 
ment to the CBC Evidence had 
shown the fees were hard to col- 
lect and many were not paid, 

(Last fall, the CBC asked the 
commission to recommend that the 


licence fee be increased from $2.50 ~ 


to $5, so that it could carry on its 
present activities and expand into 
new fields.)

Dollar Crisis 
Talk Delayed 


WASHINGTON, April 11—(AP) 


|—The United States has ruled 
against any detailed review of Bri- 
tain’s dollar crisis when the big 
three foreign ministers meet in 
London next month, 

One of the reasons was that 


little progress could be made with- 
out Canadian participation, 

Informed government officials 
said today that State Secretary 
Dean Acheson has notified the Bri- 
tish governmen he considers any 
such talks to be “inappropriate” at 
that time, 

Acheson is reported ready, how- 
ever, to talk about Britain's finan- 
cial outlook in general terms, as 
it affects the numerous political is- 
sues to be discussed, 

The secretary is tentatively 
scheduled to leave for Europe by 
plane May 7. He plans to spend two 
days in Paris meeting with Foreign 
| Minister Schuman of France and 
then go on to London.

Campaign To Sell More Dairy Products 


Announcement from Ottawa that the 
federal government is launching a propa- 
ganda campaign to increase consumption 
of dairy products had two strikes on it 
before it saw light of day in the public 
prints, 

At bat was a news report of a couple 
of days before that came from the mixed- 
farming community of Yorkton, Sask 

It indicated that a survey in that city, 


with a population of about 7,000, showed 
farmers were buying more margar 
than butter and in some cases wert 


ing cream cheques to purchase as much as 
24 poiinds of margarine a month. 

If the farmer is unwilling to help him- 
self, the federal government “faces a hone- 
less task to try and get the ordinary citi- 
zen, plagued by high prices for nearly 
everything, to help him. 


Because farmers in Yorkton area buy 
more margarine than butter is no reason 
to believe all farmers do. But it is a mixed 
farming area and in all likelihood a similar 
Situation to greater or lesser degree could 
be found in any farming area. 

3ut it mighty poor advertising for 


the farmer whose organizations battled so 
long and so hard to keep margarine off 
the market and tables of those who were 
dependent upon others for salaries and in 
no position to argue the point. 


Of course, it is only human nature lo 
want to get something a little cheaper. It 


is also good business to save money, as 
even the government will tell you when it 
wishes to sell savings bonds or annuities. 

And the Canadian farmer is endowed 


with the same type human nature as 
the Canadian miner, store clerk or bus 
driver. 


So the Canadian Department of Agri- 
culture—which has outlined six reasons 
why Canadians should eat more dairy 
products—will find itself in a tough battle 
to change human nature. 


There are, of course, other dairy prod- 
ucts besides butter, and the consumer 
would find more use of them would be 
beneficial to his health.

It's showing at a Jasper Avenue flicker-house under 
the title: Story of Seabiscuit, 

But don't you believe it. 

This is nardly the ‘story’ of the ex-turf great, now 
gone to ‘Cloud Hight,’ heaven of the thoroughbred. And 
certainly it isn't the story of Johnny (Red) Pollard, south 
Bide boy who rode to fame on the broad back of ‘The 
Biscuit’. 

Still, it's a great raving picture, one of the best 
ever ground out by the Hollywood mills. And mainly 
it hits the heights because cut into it are many feet 
of authentic racing shots. 

There's the breathtaking Sea Biscuit-War Admiral 
match race at Pimlico, Maryland, in 1938. It’s there— 
all of it—from the, walk-up start to where Seabiscuit sped 
under the wire, four big lengths to the good over the pet 
of the east. 
) * * * * 

The lightly-weighted Stagehand’s triumph in the 1938 
Santa Anita handicap is reeled off, furlong by furlong, 
And as a sort of grand finale—Seabiscuit finaliv cracking 
down, after twice previously being beaten in a photo-finish, 
in the '40 running of the ‘One Hundred Grander.’ 

Those Hollywood scenario writers couldn't spoil 
these, do what they would with the ‘plot’ of the 
picture, 

* * * * 

But that plot... if that’s what it is. For one who 

‘ran with’ Red Pollard as far back as his schooldays at 


Garneau public and later at ’Scona high, it left plenty to 


be desired. 

After all, there wasn't any need to jack around with 
the Pollard saga, if it was human interest the scenario 
writers were after. 

Look it over. 

Born in Edmonton, far enough from picturesque 
Santa Anita to make a perfect start on one of those 
Cinderella yarns. E 

Later, skipping classes from 'Scona high to be with 
the horses stabled at the South Side track and the Ex- 
Qiibition grounds. Mornings early—out exercising cheap 
nags. 

Finally—a number of riding successes at ‘gypsy’ 
meets held on the South Side. The yen to strike out on 
his own . . . bush tracks in Montana, Salt Lake City and 
other U.S. spots. A hitch on the Canadian praivies— 
Winnipeg, Calgary, Edmonton. 

* * * * 

Winters in California and Florida, Picking up 
hossbacking knowhow. Getting ready, even though 
he didn’t realize it then, for a ride to the heights on 
a thoroughbred likewise taking its time about striking 
it rich. 

* * * * 

The rest is history, even for those whose backlog of 
Seabiscuit memories has become badly frayed at the edges. 

California horseman C. S. Howard picked up Sea- 
biscuit for ‘a song’ at the races back east. The five-year- 
old son of Hard Tack-Swing On was looked on as nothing 
more than a cheap plater, although it’s possible trainer 
eo Smith saw more in him than was admitted at the 
ime. 

Pollard had been riding for Howard, even before 
the purchase of ‘The Biscuit.’ In the natural course 
of events the red-head from Edmonton and the Ugly 
Duckling with the ‘little body and the big heart’ were 
thrown together. 

They were a hit from the start. 

Sure, there were heartaches along the way. Once 
ollard, exercising a horse for a down-and-out friend, 
Was thrown and suffered a broken leg. Thus it was that 
another Albertan, the late Georgie (The Iceman) Woolf, 
rode Seabiscuit in the match race with War Admiral. 

Not long after this the ‘big’ horse of the extensive 
Howard string developed serious leg trouble. “He'll never 
race again,” was the verdict. 

* * * * 

But he fooled the experts. So did Pollard. They 
came back to score one of the most popular wins in the 
history of the turf in the 1940 Santa Anita ’cap. 

‘Red’ Pollard is riding infrequently at Gulf- 
stream, Floriga. He's close to 40 years old. He's 
happy, too. There’s his wife, the former Agnes Con- 
lon. There’s Patricia and Michael. 

And these memories—ever fresh—of ‘The Biscuit.’
